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New City Council Duly Installed in 


Office With Simple Ceremony 


H is Honor, M ayor Charles E. Howe 
an d the city council of Lowell for 1903 
were formally installed in office a t city 
hall this morning- with simple 
inau- 
guaral exercises unm arked by any os­ 
tentation. 
The usual floral decorations which 
had for years m ade the exercises, of 
rare beauty were om itted this year in 
deference to the wishes 
of 
Mayor 
Howe. 
But the alderm en’s 
cham ber 
was not without a wealth of rare ex o t­ 
ics in tasteful designs, the gifts to the 
m ayor-elect 
and 
several 
alderm en 
from adm iring friends. 
The floral designs on 
the 
mayor's, 
clerk's and 
m essenger’s 
desks were 
horseshoes, wreaths, baskets and clus­ 
ters. 
All the m em bers of 
the 
city 
council and in fact all in anyw ay con­ 
nected with the exercises were ad o rn ­ 
ed with large boutonieres. 
Although 
the exercises were called 
for 9 o’clock it was half past the hour 
before 
City Messenger Pattee 
made 
his brief address from the threshold of 
th e alderm en’s cham ber, 
announcing 
the coming of the m ayor and the city 
government. 
Two hours prior to th a t time, how ­ 
ever, the holders of invitations to the 
. exercises began to arrive and long be­ 
fore 9 o’clock the alderm en’s cham ber 
was crowded. 
M anjr tried to gain adm ittance w ith­ 
out tickets but were turned down by 
Officers Duncan and W. McClorey who 
officiated as sentinels at the outer gate. 
The num ber of ladies lending grace 
to the occasion was unusually large, 
and apparently they took a deep inter­ 
est in the proceedings. 
Prior to the opening of the exercises 
M ayor-Elect Howe received the m em ­ 
bers of the city governm ent 
in 
th* 
m ayor’s reception 
room where 
each 
m em ber was bedecked with a bouton­ 
niere upon entering. 
The spectators w'ere seated, as they 
arrived, by a corps of ushers from the 
High school regim ent whose n atty u n i­ 
forms formed a quite attractive fe a t­ 
ure of the scene presented. 
As is cus­ 
tom ary the exercises were held in the 
hoard of 
alderm en’s chamber. 
The 
city council occupied seats arranged in 
r tri-tiered, semi-circle about the m a y ­ 
o r’s desk. 
The spectators sat in the 
rear of them and along the sides of 
the chamber. 
The gallery was packed 
with spectators. 
E X E R C ISE S OPEN. 


It was 9.30 o’clock when City Messen­ 
ger Pattee standing at the threshold 
of the alderm en’s cham ber addressed 
the spectators as follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It 
gives me 
great pleasure to introduce his honor, 
the acting mayor, his honor, the m ayor 
elect, 
the city governm ent of 1902 and 
the city governm ent of 1903. 
Brief 
applause 
followed 
the 
an 
nouncement as City Messenger P attee 
and Supt. Moffatt of 
the

led 
the long procession Into the chamber. 
Following them walking arni in arm 
cam e Acting M ayor Badger and May 
or-elect Howe, Judge Hadley, who ad 
ministered the oath of office, and Rev'. 
George E. M artin, who delivered 
the 
opening prayer, 
the new and the old 
city 
governm ent and prom irf nt citi­ 
zens. 
Among the latter were several 
ex-mayors. 
The two officials, 
the clergym an and 
m ag istrate took seats at the m ayor’s 
desk, and when all had become seated 
Acting Mayor Badger rapped to order 
and Introduced Rev. George E. M artin 
to invoke 
the 
Divine 
blessing. 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Martin delivered an eloquent and 
patriotic invocation to which all lis­ 
tened with bowed heads. 
At the conclusion of the prayer the 
acting mayor introduced Judge H a d ­ 
ley to adm inister 
the oath of office, 
which he did in the brief forma! words 


laid down by custom, concluding with 
the impressive 
words 
’’So help you 
God” 
to which thp 
mayor-elect re­ 
sponded with uplifted right hand and 
bowed head. 
Judge Hadley left 
the 
cham ber 
immediately after 
the 
oath 
had been adm inistered in order to a t ­ 
tend his regular duties at police court. 
The roll of

board of aldermen 
was 
next called 
by City Clerk Dad- 


On motion of Alderman Molloy 
the 
board proceeded to the election of 
a 
chairm an. 
Alderman 
Miskella 
was 
elected. 
The only contrary vote was

The INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


The city governm ent duly installed, 
Mayor Howe arose to read his inau­ 
gural address. 
He 
read from type­ 
written m anuscript and occupied about 
35 minutes. 
His 
honor 
after he 
had 
been reading several m inutes began to 
have trouble with 
his throat and he 
was forced to stop and clear his throat 
several 
tim es 
while reading. 
Only once during the reading of the 
address 
was his honor interrupted by 
applause and that was when he 
re­ 
ferred to tile coal situation. 
At the 
conclusion of his address he was ac­ 
corded most 
liberal applause. 
The 
inauguration 
address

will be found elsewhere. 
ALDERMEN ORGANIZE. 
At the conclusion of the reading of tho 
inaugural and tho applause that followed 
the convention dissolved on motion of 
Alderman Miskellu, and a 15-minute re­ 
cess was taken. 
Mayor Howe spent the recess in the al­ 
dermanic chamber receiving congratula­ 
tions. 
Many of the fair sex shook his 
hand, said, ‘‘Well done,” and wished him 
success. 
The most interested spectator, per­ 
haps, 
was 
Mrs. Howe, 
wife 
of the 
mayor. 
She feared that the strain of 
the occasion might, owing to her hus­ 
band’s 
indisposition, 
prove too much 
for him, and she was visibly delighted 
with the result. 
The 15-minute 
recess did 
not keep 
time with 
the cham ber 
clock. 
The 
m inutes wended their way into an horn 
and m arched on again to the quarter 
pole 
before 
the city 
messenger a n ­ 
nounced 
a quorum 
and Mayor Howe 
called to order.

SAYS LANDLORDISM IS DEAD 


FOREVER 


And Homo Rule Assured at 


Early Date 


There was a rousing meeting of the 
United Irish 
league In 
Jackson 
hall 
yesterday afternoon. 
The attendance 
was more than th* hall could accent 
modate arid the welcome to the rever 
end speaker was quite enthusiastic. 
Rev. Jam es 
Walsh of 
St. P atrick’ 
church, recently 
elected president, in 
assum ing 
the chair said that he re 
gretted th at the 
league had not ehos 
en one of the pastors of the city who 
might wield more Influence and be able 
to give 
more time to the 
work than 
ould he but w hatever he could do for 
the cause of m otherland he would 
do 
with all his heart. 
After 
referring to the bright pros 
pects now before the Irish people 
he 
introduced 
in 
verv 
com plimentary 
term s Very Rev. William Canon White 
of 
Loughlynn, Co. 
Roscommon, Ire 
land. 
The 
reverend visitor 
w as 
received 
with great applause as he has been 
prominent figure in the land w ar in the 
west of Ireland 
for the last 
twenty 
years. 
The speaker thanked the large audi 
ence for its cordial greeting and ex 
pressed his pleasure at m eeting 
the 
people who had done 
so much during 
the past tw enty years for the cause of 
liberty and justice In Ireland. 
He 
was proud 
to be able to, state 
that in a short time the main objects 
of this movement, namely, the aboli­ 
tion of the present system of landlord 
ism and the establishm ent of an Irish 
parliam ent would soon be accomplish­ 
ed. 
Proceeding to the discussion of the 
land question Canon White referred to 
its founding by Michael Davlt.t and the 
great work It had accomplished under 
the late lamented 
leader. 
Charles 
Stew art Parnell. 
Then he referred to 
the unfortunate split 
in the 
party 
which brought anguish and sorrow to 
the heart of every friend of Ireland. 
During this unfortunate trouble 
an 
Irish patriot cam e to the front, a pa­ 
triot as honest and self-aacriflcing as 
any man who ever espoused the cause 
A native of Mallow, 
he changed his 
residence to the west of Ireland where 
he made himself thoroughly acquainted 
with the conditions of the people and 
the great necessity of reform ing the 
land laws. 
He determined to restore 
the harm ony which had been lost and 
he it wa*. 
the Hon. William O'Brien, 
M, P.. who conceived and founded the 
United Irish league under which, not 
only the Irish party, but the entire 
Irish people, became united 
as never 
before in the country's cause. 
This 
movement has appealed to the friends 
of Ireland In other lands and financial 
assistance bas been rendered of late 
as generously as In the old land league 
days. 
To the people of the United 
States especially are the Irish people 
indebted fo r the sinews of w ar to carry 
on this battle for Justice and right. 
The land of Ireland was given over 
to Cromwellian settlers to be an E ng­ 
lish garrison In Ireland. 
They could 
impost* any rent they liked: they could 
even evict the tenants, 
according to 
their own sweet will or caprice. 
They 
cleared them off from good lands and 
sent them Into bogs and mountains. 
Even after they had 
reclaimed 
the 
bogs 
and 
mountains, 
they 
drove 
them from the reclaimed land* further 
into the bogs and higher up the steep 
mountains. 
"Cromwell said the Irish should go 
to hell or to Connaught'. A good many 
of them went to Connaught and they 


have kept up the tight for freedom ever 
since., 
"Not only did those landlord* claim 
the tight over their tenants' bodies, 
but also even over their consciences. 
They insisted on their tenants voting 
according to their wishes at elections. 
“I remember well, before the parlia­ 
m entary elections In the year '69 that 
my father had to leave his own house 
for a week to avoid the persistent visits 
of the landlord party to get him lo 
vote with them. Voting then was pub 
Ile and in open court and the tenants 
were marched to the polls by the land 
lords th vote for their oppressors with 
the only alternative of starvation or 
banishment*. 
"The great 
liberal statesm an. G lad­ 
stone. abolished public voting and put 
a penalty for the first tim e on capri­ 
cious evictions, in the year 1872. 
"You are all familiar with the great 
agitation carried on for the last twen 
ty-four years by the Irish people, led 
by m any Illustrious leaders, 
am ong 
whom the name of Parnell stands out 
pre-eminent. 
"This agitation, financed 
chiefly In 
this country, and led by skilful leaders. 
was the me-ans of getting some ten 
land acts passed since 1878, restrlotlnj; 
further and further the power of the 
landlord, until today his total aboli­ 
tion Is written on the wall. 
"Some ten years ago. even a Tory 
governm ent was forced to appoint h 
board called 'The Congested Districts 
Board,' to am eliorate the condition of 
the poorer tenants. 
“The chief secretary 
for Ireland is 
chairm an of the board, and the ilhis- 
trious and patriotic bishop of Raphoe 
and F ath er Denis O'Hara, 
a true and 
tried priest, are members of this board. 
‘ They buy up poor estates and waste 
lands, where landlords are willing to 
sell at reasonable prices. 
and 
then 
take th*’ tenants from crowded districts 
and put them on good land and make 
them 
peasant proprietors. 
In 
this 
way the large pasture land was cu t up 
and given to the tenant*.

On the other 
hand, -the society is allowed to appeal to 
the general term and thence to 
the court of appeals. 
"Besides all 
this a law has recently been passed which

during these interminable appeals the child shall remain in the custody of 
the society, entirely secluded from its parents." 
Recorder Goff who brought the action of the society to the attention of 
the Lexow comm ittee said:

Before commencing to wash, soak the 
flannels in 
lukewarm rainw ater for 
about half an hour. If rainw ater is not 
obtainable, put some washing powder 
in the hard water. After soaking w ash 
them, using boiled soap and warmish 
water. 
Squeeze and pull gently be­ 
tween the hands, imm ersing frequently, 
hut do not rub tile soap on the flannels 
unless there is an obstinate stain. 
■ If the flannels are very much soiled, 
they should be washed through two 
soapy waters, then through a third in 
which there is very little soap. If you 
immerse them in perfectly clear w ater 
with no soap at all, it is very apt to 
make the flannels hard. 
A fter pressing out as much water as 
possible shake the flannels to remove 
any moisture th at remains; also shake 
them now and again while drying. This 
helps to keep them from shrinking. 
If passed through a wringer, they 
should be laid quite smoothly and not 
subjected to the greatest pressure of the 
rollers. 
In ironing the -flannels they 
should be very lightly pressed, and too 
hot an iron should not be used. 
It is better to wash flannels only on 
days they can be dried outside—that is, 
on bright, but especially breezy days.

W A R ON BIRD DESTRO YERS. 
The Audubon society of New York has 
discovered 
that 
it can 
prevent the 
wholesale destruction 
of 
birds only 
through the enforcement of the laws 
protecting nongam e birds. 
"The a p ­ 
peal 
to sentim ent," said 
F ra n k 
M. 
Chapm an of the executive committee 
of the Audubon society, 
“has been 
found ineffective. 
W e m ust w-ork from 
the other end if we w ant to accomplish 
anything. 
Our success in preventing 
the present destruction of birds will lie, 
first, 
in 
arousing 
hum ane 
feelings 
enough on the part of the public to se­ 
cure the passage of laws which shall be 
more deterrent, and, second, in enforc­ 
ing the laws. 
"Not only wili the society wage its 
w arfare against dealers in dead birds 
and their plumage, but it will also ex­ 
amine the caged birds that are offered 
for sale by bird fanciers. 
The trapping 
of birds in New’ York state has resulted 
in the exterm ination of m any species. 
The bobolink, for instance—qpe of the 
most interesting of birds, with a song 
that delights every bird lover—is al­ 
most extinct in New York city, where 
once it was so frequent. 
To put a stop 
to such destruction will be a part of the 
society’s campaign. 
"It is not the desire of the society to 
become unduly aggressive, but it feels 
assured th at proper protection for non­ 
game birds can be secured only through 
enforcement of the laws. 
But before 
beginning an active cam paign against 
those w’ho are Illegally dealing in birds 
and 
their plumage 
the society 
has 
deemed it Just and fair th at due w arn­ 
ing should be given of its fixed purpose 
to prosecute all violations of the law 
which are brought to its knowledge."

H O U S E K E E P E R S AS DOCTORS. 
W h a t might be called an "emergency 
cupboard" is a very im portant adjunct 
to every household. 
The cupboard need not be large—say, 
12 inches high, IO Inches wide and 6 
Inches deep and containing two shelves. 
This is a very serviceable size and could 
be quite easily made or one can he 
bought for a very m oderate sum. 
Let It always contain the following 
articles: Rolled bandages of different 
widths, 
court 
plaster, 
vaseline, 
soft 
cloths for m ustard plasters, old linen, 
cotton wool, adhesive plaster (this can 
be bought in spools of nine or ten yards 
and will keep indefinitely). 
The bandages are of soft, old cotton 
or linen, or cheesecloth will do nicely. 
Cut or tear the m aterial into long 
strips and roll up into hard, smooth 
rolls. 
In addition to these articles there 
should be strips of flannel (for outer 
wrappings, for cold compresses, for sore 
throats, etc.), borax, a small flank of 
brandy, a fine, soft sponge and a hot 
w ater bottle; also a bag of fine string 
and a spool of cotton. 
A bottle of this m ixture might also 
with great advantage be kept in the lit­ 
tle cupboard: Equal quantities of lim e­ 
w ater and sweet oil beaten up together. 
This is an excellent remedy for burns. 
A slight burn can be Heated at once 
by rubbing in soft soap, after which It 
m ay be oiled and floured.

Twelve years Dr.

G entlem en of the City Council: 
H aving been elected by our fellow 
citizens to carry on the governm ent of 
city 
of 
the coming 
year, 
we 
have 
the city to carry on the governm ent of 
met here to 
organize, 
in 
accordance 
with custom and 
as 
directed by law. 
With uplifted hands we have called up­ 
on the Almighty to witness our oath to 
perform faithfully and im partially all 
the duties incumbent upon us. Honesty 
and ability, 
re-enforced by a solemn 
promise taken before the eyes of men 
to m aintain that honesty and give with­ 
out stint of th a t ability, arc the safe­ 
guards of popular government, and are 
necessary to ensure its success, it de­ 
volves upon ua, courageously and hope­ 
fully, to undertake the tru s t imposed 
upon us by our fellow men, keeping 
co n stan tly in our tihooights a high 
opinion of duty and moral obligation, 
in order th a t when we come to lay 
down the 
authority 
which 
we 
h&V* 
this day attained, we m ay have pre­ 
served our honor and 
reputation and 
secured that peace of mind which is 
the consolation for earnest and faith ­ 
ful work.

inaugural address, for such a 
citizen, 
when called to the office of chief m ag ­ 
istrate. to acquaint himself thoroughly 
with the workings of the separate de­ 
partm ents in the short tim e between 
his election and his inauguration.

“They m ay lay out and Improve parks,

clerks, and other officers, 
including a police force to act in such 
parks, define 
their powers and duties 
and fix their compensation, and do all 
acts needful for the proper 
execution 
of their powers and duties.” 
It Is 
to

hoped

the 
gainer by the 
change; 
th at the good 
effect 
of 
consistent 
and 
carefully 
planned m anagem ent will soon make 
Itself manifest. 
The city council still 
retains the power 
to determ ine 
how 
much money 
shall 
be 
expended 
on 
parks. 
I am of the opinion that for 
the 
first two or three years the park 
commission should devote its energies 
entirely to 
the im provem ent 
of such 
parks as 
the city now possesses, and 
that the am ount expended should not 
exceed the present average yearly ex­ 
penditure. 
I do not believe the pres­ 
ent financial conditions w arran t 
the 
acquirement of more land for park pur­ 
poses. 
The repeal of the ordinance re­ 
lating to the election of a superinten­ 
dent of parks and commons should ac­ 
company the elimination of the Joint 
standing com m ittee on commons. 


HUNTINGTON HAUL. 
The practice of granting the free 
use of H untington hall to 
societies 
other than those of purely charitable or 
educational purposes has grown rapid­ 
ly from an abuse to a flagrant misuse 
of public property and should be stop­ 
ped at once. 
It Is neither legal, prop­ 
er nor Just to the general, tax-paying 
public. 
The city not only gives the 
use of the hall free, but it stands also 
the expense of cleaning after use, light­ 
ing and heating when necessary. 
Un­ 
til recently, long established 
custom 
had definitely determined the societies 
and organisations fairly entitled to the 
free use of the hall. The 
free 
list 
should be purged and cut down to the 
lowest 
possible limit, 
and th a t limit 
strictly adhered to. 


BU ILDIN G ORDINANCES. 
I urge the city council to take steps 
at once to meet the crying need of suit­ 
able legislation in relation to the con­ 
struction, m aintenance and inspection 
of buildings. 
W hatever 
regulations 
at present in force appear to be im­ 
potent. The city is behind the times in 
this most necessary feature of public 
safety. 
Buildings are constantly being 
erected, the strength and

which are m atters determined solely

the Judgm ent and

their builders and architects. The re­ 
cent collapse of a building in

It cannot be denied that there exists a 
general and bitter feeling, amounting 
In m any cases to conviction, that the 
public is not being fairly dealt with by 
those whose business It is to supply 
coal; th at information which, in times 
of stress like the present, properly be­ 
longs to those who suffer as well as 
to those who profit is being withhold; 
that the tru th of the case is riot be­ 
ing given to the public. This feeling, 
whether Justified or not, is to be re ­ 
gretted, 
as bearing still harder upon 
a patience which already has been se­ 
verely to test.

term ent of this state of affairs. To a s ­ 
certain the true conditions and exercise 
all the influence and authority of

The careless dis­ 
posal of g rea t public interests should 
be regarded as criminal. 


T H E CITY’S FIN A NC ES. 


Econom ical 
m anagem ent 
of 
the 
finances is the greatest care of m uni­ 
cipal government. The purpose is to 
manage so that the am ount raised by 
taxation shall hear as lightly as possi­ 
ble upon the tax payers, and so that 
this am ount added to other city revenue 
shall he apportioned properly among 
the different departm ents and wisely 
expended by them. In our own case 
J he need of the reduction, year by year 
of the city’s debt, lf possible, is em ­ 
phatically apparent. 
It is needless 
to descant upon 
the 
size and burden of our city debt, and 
the cause of Its being. The condition 
is there and we m ust meet It. I would 
like to 
have you keep In 
mind, how­ 
ever, the fact that nearly one-third of 
the clty’H Income has to be paid out In 
Interest and Installm ents on past debts 
and to sinking funds; th a t a gradual 
reduction 
in 
the 
debt can be accom ­ 
plished 
by care 
and 
economy 
each 
year: th a t 
such 
a policy la the best 
possible course for the city: 
and that 
the 
total extinguishm ent of 
the 
city 
debt Is not a hopeless dream. 
Bear 
In mind th a t lf tem porary relief from 
high taxation Is sought in any year by 
borrowing 
more 
than 
is 
paid, 
the 
gaunt spectre of a higher tax rate is 
sure to return In due tme. 
Remember 
these facts lf you are urged this year 
to vote or borrow money for* any but 
the most necessary purposes. 
The city 
debt has 
been 
decreased 
during the past year 1170,350.38. 
The 
distance from 
the debt 
limit has in­ 
creased $94,091.35. 
The city’s borrow­ 
ing capacity 
is greater 
by the last 
am ount. 
This is a very satisfactory 
showing, 
although It 
required 
a tax 
rate 
w'hich is 
called 
high ($19.60) to 
bring about such a result. 
However 
the .result 
was the fruit of a careful, 
honest policy. (Tan such a showing be 
made this year? 
Let us see. 
We ore confronted at the very sta rt 
with a shrinkage 
in the custom aiy 
revenue of the 
city of about $130,000, 
the usual net receipts from liquor li­ 
censes. The question then resolves it­ 
self into this: 
Figuring 
the probable 


rem aining revenue from taxation and 
all other sources tho sam e as in 1902 
(as is fair and likely: there cannot he 
much 
difference 
either 
way) 
we 
must either 
cut down 
our 
expenses 
$130,000 or borrow th a t am ount, or by 
adding it to the tax levy, send the tax 
rate up. 
Here then is our financial 
problem—to save, to borrow' or to raise 
the taxes. 
It seems hardly probable 
that 
the expenses of 
the city ran be 
scaled $130,000; but we can make 
the 
attem pt. 
My 
counsel 
is to 
practice 
economy, but not w ithout Judgment. It 
is a false economy th at would cripple 
or im pair theu sefulness of any of our 
departm ents. 
Our people have been 
accustomed to having the hest. 
A 
modern and progressive city cannot a f ­ 
ford to lag behind the times. 
T here­ 
fore while we m ust be saving, we need 
not 
be mean. 
If 
we accept the con­ 
ditions 
cheerfully, work out our prob­ 
lems bravely in the paths th at appear 
to us to be practical, we shall be fair­ 
ly Judged. 
Let us exert ourselves then 
to get 
along, 
if 
possible, 
with 
the 
usuul income; and if it becomes neces­ 
sary to borrow, borrow the least pos­ 
sible and only for the strictest needs. 
Do the borrowing fairly, honestly and 
openly, w ithout 
resort to subterfuge. 
Explain the 
necessity 
of 
it to 
the 
people. 
The 
people will 
deal fairly 
and honestly with those of their pub­ 
lic servants who deal fairly and hon­ 
estly with them. 
The people are intel­ 
ligent. 
They do not expect impossi­ 
bilities from 
their officials, but 
they 
are quick to rebuke and discredit those 
officials 
who 
seek 
to deceive 
them 
about their welfare and the condition 
of their governm ent. 


CONCLUSION. 
Gentlemen: 
In beginning today our 
taek 
as m anagers and 
guardians of 
the public interest 
we shall 
be sensi­ 
ble lf we promise little and aim to ac­ 
complish much. 
If 
we promise much 
and by reason of unforeseen events are 
unable to keep our promises, we shall 
he blamed by the thoughtless and ca p ­ 
tious 
and receive only 
the pity 
of 
the well-disposed. 
Let 
us have con­ 
fidence and faith in ourselves, in our 
people and 
In our government, 
and, 
keeping the faith put In action our best 
endeavor, looking hopefully forw ard to 
a happy result of our labors. 
Let 
us m ake Lowell a city so well 
governed th a t 
capital and new indus­ 
tries will be attracted to our borders, 
and will enable us by the consequent

fall about two weeks ago.

C hristm as day, because that was the 
last day enough snow fell in this v i­ 
cinity to bury It.

house projects far over the cavity and 
it Is feared that it will he swallowed 
up before night. 
Several large cracks 
have appeared on the surface of a d ­ 
jacent property and the 
feeling 
of 
security which prevailed a t daybreak 
has given way to one of alarm . 
The Delaware A Hudson 
com pany 
has built a switch to the edge of the 
cavity and is dum ping hundreds 
of 
carloads of ashes into the big hole. 
It 
will take about a week to fill it even 
if it does not become enlarged. 
There 
Is imminent danger that three other 
buildings will disappear before night 
and the residents of the town are a l­ 
most as badly frightened as they were 
yesterday.

The train was 
In charge of Conductor W illiam Nell of 
N iagara Falls, Out., 
and

of Sarnia. 
The light engine 
was in 
charge of Engineer Ruekpitt and F ire­ 
m an Horning of London. 
D esault w'as 
killed and Ruekpitt, Duke and H o m ­ 
ing seriously Injured. 
The Injured men were brought 
to 
the hospital here. The passenger train 
was 20 minutes late and left Merriton 
at 6.59. The collision occurred at 7.03. 
Both engines and the 
baggage 
car 
were badly wrecked. 
The thirty pas­ 
sengers escaped with a bad shaking up 
and a few bruises and scratchea. 
The cause of 
the accident 
Is not 
known but Is said to be due to a late 
order given to the light engine. 
F o rt­ 
unately the passenger train stopped at 
Merriton and had not gained full head­ 
way therefore when the collision oc­ 
curred.

Meanwhile the violin that w as cover­ 
ed with dust In a paw n broker’s shop 
In Boston and 
purchased by W indow 
and later hung on the wall of his b a r­ 
ber shop, is now receiving great care. 
It is not to be seen by everybody, and 
while in the 
hands of others, no m a t­ 
ter how careful they m ay appear, 
Mr. 
Window' stands near. 
The instrum ent will he placed In 
a 
saefty deposit vault or some other se­ 
cure place until Its worth Is definitely 
decided, and Mr. Window will purchase 
another violin to fill his engagem ents. 
He says the offers made to him came 
from strangers and their actions con­ 
vinced him that there m ust be some­

m inutes

sw ept through the city, causing d a m ­ 
age alm ost everyw here

am ongst the residents. 
Several small 
fishing craft, a num ber of small sailing 
boats and several dories were sunk at 
their moorings a t the harbor. 
There 
were m any narrow escapes from flying 
missiles. 
At 8 o’clock the wind had been blow- 
ing from the n ortheast when suddenly 
It veered to the so utheast and in a m o­ 
m ent the hurricane had descended u p ­ 
on the city. 
A fter rushing for half an 
hour through the city it subsided 
as 
suddenly as it had come and the wind 
blew from the northwest. 
The force of the gale was felt par­ 
ticularly at the P erkins lum ber yard. 
Here, several large board piles were 
toppled over and the 
lumber 
wras 
blown In 
various directions and long 
distances. 
At the Victoria Cotton mills, a por­ 
tion of the slate roof was blown aw ay 
and several of the operatives narrow - 
ly escaped being burled under the fall­ 
ing debris. 
On its w a y to the harbor, 


the wind ripped off several large sticks 
of tim ber from the newr bridge w’hlch 
is being constructed across the M erri­ 
m ack river and deposited them 
some 
distance from the structure. 
Chim ­ 
neys were blown down in various sec­ 
tions of the city. 
A sharp lookout was manifested by 
the life savers but up to the noon hour 
no vessels in distress had been sig h t­ 
ed.

thorities. 
Archbishop Gutdi, the papal 
delegate, has form ally requested Gov­ 
ernor T aft to dispossess the Indepen­ 
dent Catholics, to restore the Rom an 
Catholics and to use the constabulary 
In so doing, if necessary. 
But 
the 
governor declined to 
do so, 
holding 
th at such action w as beyond the power 
of the executive. 
He advised an appeal 
to the courts and cabled the facts to 
Secretary Root who sustained him. A t­ 
torney General Wilfley concurs in Soli­ 
citor General A ra n eta’s opinion, which 
Governor T aft will forward 
to A rch ­ 
bishop On Ml. 
It Is said that the latter will institute 
proceedings lo oust the Independent 
Catholics who claim that much of the 
church property belongs to the people.

Mayor Howe s Inaugural address was quite as good as the average of such 
addresses and had a t least the special merit of moderate length. 
It is a very fair review of the municipal 
government, 
the 
departments 
and the finances. 
It contains Rome really good 
recommendations. 
Every­ 
body will admit the justice and force of his appeal for an ordinance to regu­ 
late the building of tenement houses throughout the city. 
It 1h in line of 
economic policy which brought about tin- adoption of the park commission 
act, that the commission on entering upon its duties should not he in a hurry 
to purchase additional land for public porks. 
Under present conditions of lighting and heating buildings there will not 
be much objection to a judicious restriction of the free list for Huntington 
hall its .recommended with considerable emphasis by the mayor. 
Everybody will agree that lf our streets require to be lighted a t all they 
require to be lighted after I o’clock in the morning ms the darkest hour in 
before the dawn and the present custom of putting out 
the lights at that 
hour offers an opportunity to burglars to ply their business with com para­ 
tive security. Mayor Howe wants the lights to continue burning until dawn 
and most people will agree that on this point he is right. 
In his reference to smooth paving he seems to be partial to asphalt, a l­ 
though the tar macadam laid on Pleasant and Merrimack streets seems lo 
have m a n y advantages over any brand of asphalt or asphaltite. 
Mayor Howe, in discussing the finances, seemed to regard the loss to the 
city of 1130,000 through the no license vote as a sort of misfortune without 
a redeeming feature; but. though the city treasury loses that amount, the 
people will gain ten times as much s • that 
Mayor Howe may find some 
consolation In the fact that what he considers the city's loss Is the People's 
gain. 
He does not view the coming no license year In this light, however. 
As a result of the loss he says the problem confronts tis of having either 
to save or to borrow or else to raise the taxes and after looking over the 
situation, he expresses the opinion that an increase in the tax rate will be the 
result. We believe Mayor Howe takes altogether too gloomy a view of the 
financial results of no license and that the general 
benefits 
to 
he derived 
from 
the change 
will 
more than compensate, even for a reasonable In­ 
crease 
in the 
tax rate. 
He commends the members of the police boe.rd as 
men of ability, integrity an i experience and promises them his support in 
the enforcement of the no 1icen#« law. Let us hope he will have no reason 
to change his 
good opinion of the police commission. 


CHARGES 
AGAINST THE 
GERRY SOCIETY. 


There is a strong agitation going on 
in New York against the excessive 
power placed in the hands of the Gerry society for the Prevention of Cruel­ 
ty to Children. 
It seems that for many years the society has had sufficient of a pull to 
get practically everything It wanted from the legislature with the result as 
Senator O’Connor of New York has stated that: 
“Any agent of the Gerry society can take any m a n ’s child in 
the street or 
from his home and arraign it before a pollee justice. The agent can pre­ 
sent the ease to the justice and if he succeeds in 
presenting 
strong a r g u ­ 
ments then the child is sent away to some slate institution and nothing in 
the World rah get that child out of that Institution unless Mr. Gerry say# so. 
“Writs of habeas corpus arc useless. 
An appeal from the pollee Justice’s 
commitment is only allowed within ten days of the decision. 
On the other 
hand, the society Js allowed to appeal to 
the general term and thence to 
the court of appeals. 
“ Besides ail 
this a law has recently been passed which 
provides 
that 
during these Interminable appeals the child shall remain lit the custody of 
the #ociety, entirely secluded from its parents." 
Recorder Goff who brought the action of the society to the attent inn of 
the Lekow committee Said: 
"I think it is proper right here to rail the attention of the committee to 
the fact- that on his ipse dixit one man in the city of New York is allowed to 
"kieprive parents of their children for an Indefinite length of time." 
The society and its agents have repeatedly, it is alleged been found ac t­ 
ing in collusion with criminals and adopting very 
questionable 
methods to 
procufe evictions. 
In one case where a sixteen-year-old 
girl was 
assaulted, 
the 
society 
took off her long dresses, put her in short dresses and braided her hair. The 
trick caught the Jury anil the accused was convicted, but on an appeal be­ 
ing taken the ruse of the society was exposed and the verdict reversed. 
For reasons of this kind an agitation is on to restrict the powers of this 
society so that it may be prevented from separating 
children 
from 
their 
parents and keeping them aloof without Just cause. 


CHANCE FOR THE MILL MEN. 


With the opening of the New Year it might lie expected that the mills 
jf Lowell, after a year of prosperity would make an attem pt to grant an in­ 
crease of wages to their operatives, especially atter 
the promise# made 
when the big strike was threatened. 
At that time the operatives understood that they would not have long 
to wait but they have since waited patiently. 
In the meantime the price of coal Hard the cost of living have g'»ne up 
very materially, making the condition of the operatives still worse titan it 
a a s even then. 
The higher price of coal 1ms no doubt affected the mills; but not to the 
extent it has affected boarding houses and private families who have to use 
wood at Sit a cord or coal when they can get it hi Iii! or >14 a ton.

Before commencing to wash, soak the 
flannels In 
lukewarm rainw ater for 
about half an hour. If rainw ater Is not 
obtainable, put some washing powder 
in the bard water. After soaking wash 
them, using boiled soap and warmish 
water. 
Hqueefce and pull gently be­ 
tween the hands, Immersing frequently, 
but do not rub the soap on the flannels 
unless there is an obstinate stain. 
if tho flannels ate very much soiled, 
they should be washed through two 
soapy waters, then through a third tn 
which there is very little .wap. 
If you 
immerse them In perfectly clear w ater 
With no soap at all, it is very apt to 
make the flannels hard. 
After pressing out as much water na 
possible shake the flannels to remove 
an y moisture that remains; alap shuko 
them nqw and again while drying. This 
helps to keep them from shrinking. 
If passed through a wringer, they 
should be laid quite smoothly and not 
subjected to the greatest pressure of the 
rollers.

And the peninsula of Yucatan Is that 
scrap of country. 
Twelve years Dr.

The Ideal pavem ent has not y et been 
discovered or Invented. O f all the pave­

m ost satisfactory results And its use 
is being largely Increased In m any of 
the cities of the country. In our own

The obvious fact cannot be ignor­ 
ed that Boston either plunges or is 
rushed into deeper debt every year. 
At some time the debt m ust be paid, 
unless. Indeed, we adopt the view that 
"a public debt is a public blessing.” 
Meanwhile the sinking fund require­ 
m ents and Interest run into millions 
and our burden per capita far exceeds 
th a t of any other great city in 
the 
country. 
It is idle, as well as difficult 
to say w hat might be avoided were we 
left to ourselves to m anage our own 
local affairs and control the expendi­ 
ture. 
The commonwealth 
nae, 
how­ 
ever, in the exercise of its undoubted 
sovereign power, luid upon the 
burdens not of our own seeking, 
we are forced to carry, with little or 
no voice in their imposition. 
In 1898 
the net am ount paid by the city to the 
state in settlem ent 
was $655,009 while 
in 1902 it 
am ounted to $2,026,017. 
For 
at least three years to come the city 
is mortgaged to the extent of its rea­ 
sonable ability to pay. 
The am ount which the city had the 
right to borrow within the debt limit 
in 1902 was $3,792,646. 
Nearly all this 
am ount has been authorized and most 
of the loans have been issued. 
The 
borrowing capacity of the city within 
the debt limit is this year but $2,686,- 
840. 
It will be my pleasure to formally 
recommend at any early day the a p ­ 
propriation of the full am ount au th o r­ 
ized by law—$1,500,000—for new school 
sites and school houses this year.

T h ere In a strong agitation going on 
in N ew Y ork ag a in st th e excessive 
p ow er placed In the hands of the 
G erry society for the P re v e n tio n of C ruel­ 
ty to Children. 
It seem s that for many years tho society h a s had sufficient of a pull to 
get p ra ctically everything It wanted from the legislature w ith the re su lt as 
S en ato r O’Connor of New York has stated that; 


“A ny a g e n t of the Gerry society ra n t a k e any m a n ’s child In 
th e street or 
from his hom e and arraign it before a police justice. 
T he a g e n t can p re­ 
sent th e ease to the justice and lf he succeeds in 
p re se n tin g 
stro n g a rg u ­ 
m e n ts th en the child is sent aw ay to som e s ta te in s titu tio n an d n o th in g in 
the world can get that child out of th a t Institution unless Mr. G e rry sa y s so. 
“W rits of habeas corpus are useless. 
An appeal from the pollee ju stic e ’s 
co m m itm en t is only allowed within ten d a y s of the decision. 
On the o th er 
hand, the society is allowed to appeal to 
th e g en eral term a n d thence to 
the cou rt of appeals. 
“ Besides all 
this a law has recently been passed which 
p r o v i d e s 
that 
d u rin g these interminable appeals the child shall rem u in In the custody of 
the society, entirely secluded from its parents.” 


Recorder Goff who brought the action of the society to the attention of 
the Lexow committee said: 
“ I think it is proper right here to call the attention of the committee to 
the fact that on his Ipse dixit one man in the city of N ew Y ork is allow ed to 
deprive parents of their children for an indefinite len gth of tim e.” 
The society and its agents have repeatedly, it is alleged been found a c t­ 
ing in collusion with criminals and adopting very 
questio nab le 
m eth o d s to 
pro cu re evictions. 
In one case where a sixteen-year-old 
girl was 
assau lted , 
th e 
society 
took off her long dresses, put her in short dresses an d braided h e r h air. 
The 
tric k c a u g h t the jury and the accused w as convicted, b u t on a n ap p eal be­ 
ing tak en the ruse of the society w as exposed an d the verdict reversed. 
F o r reasons of this kind an ag itation is on to restric t the p o w e rs of this 
society so that it may be prevented from se p a ra tin g 
children 
from 
their 
parents and keeping them aloof w ith ou t ju st cause.

FOR T H E MILL MEN. 


With the opening of the New Y e a r it m ig h t be ex pected th a t th e mills 
bf Lowell, after a year of p ro sp erity w ould m a k e an a tte m p t to g r a n t a n In­ 
crease of w ages to th eir operatives, especially 
a fte r 
the p ro m ises 
m ade 
when the big strik e w as th reatened . 
A t th a t tim e the op erativ es understood th a t th ey w ould n o t h a v e 
long 
to wait b u t they have since w aited p atien tly . 
In th e m ean tim e th e price of coal an d the cost of living h n v e gone up 
very m aterially , m ak in g the condition of th e o p erativ es still w orse th a n it 
w a s even then. 
The higher price of coal h a s no doubt affected the mills; b ut not to the 
exten t it has affected b oarding houses an d p riv ate fam ilies w ho h av e to use 
wood at $8 a cord or coal when they can get it at $13 o r 111 a ton. 
W e sup­ 
pose It will do no harm to keep the mill a u th o rities from 
fo rg ettin g this m a t­ 
ter.

A CQAT OF SQUIRREL FUR. 


W A R ON BIRD D ES TR O Y ER S . 
The Audubon society of New York has 
discovered that it can prevent the 
wholesale destruction of birds only 
through the enforcement of the laws 
protecting nongame birds. 
“The ap­ 
peal to sentiment,” said Frank M. 
Chapman of the executive committee 
of the Audubon society, 
“has been 
found ineffective.- We must wrork from 
the other end if we want to accomplish 
anything. 
Our success in preventing 
the present destruction of birds will lie, 
first, 
in 
arousing 
humane 
feelings 
enough on the part of the public to se­ 
cure the passage of laws which shall be 
more deterrent, and, second, in enforc­ 
ing the laws. 
“Not only will the society wage Its 
warfare against dealers in dead birds 
and their plumage, but it will also ex­ 
amine the caged birds that are offered 
for sale by bird fanciers. The trapping 
of birds in New york state has resulted 
In the extermination of rn any species. 
The bobolink, for Instance—one of the 
most interesting of birds, with a song 
that delights every bird lover—is al­ 
most extinct in New York city, where 
once it was so frequent. To put a stop 
to such destruction will be a part of the 
society’s campaign. 
“It is not the desire of the society to 
become unduly aggressive, but It feels 
assured that proper protection for non­ 
game birds can be secured only through 
enforcement of the laws. 
But before 
beginning an active campaign against 
those who are illegally dealing In birds 
and their plumage the society has 
deemed it Just and fair that due w arn­ 
ing should be given of its fixed purpose 
to prosecute all violations of the law 
which are brought to its knowledge.” 


And in order to keep white flannels 
white always dry in the shade, never In 
the sun. 
If you wish to shrink a piece of flan­ 
nel before making up, soak it in water, 
then rinse thoroughly. 
In choosing flannel see that the sel­ 
vage Is strong and the texture close 
and even. 
It Is no economy to buy 
cheap flannel, as It Is probably made 
partly of cotton and will be found ex­ 
ceedingly harsh if worn next to the 
skin. 
Old flannel Is excellent for all kinds 
of cleaning purposes and is almost as 
good as chamois leather for polishing 
silver. 


H O U S E K E E P E R S AS DOCTORS. 
W hat might be called an “emergency 
cupboard” Is a very important adjunct 
to every household. 
The cupboard need not be large—say, 
12 Inches high, IO inches wide and 6 
inches deep and containing two shelves. 
This is a very serviceable size and could 
be quite easily made or one can be 
bought for a very moderate sum. 
Let it always contain the following 
articles: Rolled bandages of different 
widths, court plaster, vaseline, soft 
cloths for mustard plasters, old linen, 
cotton wool, adhesive plaster (this can 
be bought In spools of nine or ten yards 
and will keep indefinitely). 
The bandages are of soft, old cotton 
or linen, or cheesecloth will do nicely. 
Cut or tear the material Into long 
strips and roll up Into hard, smooth 
rolls. 
In addition to these articles there 
should he strips of flannel (for outer 
w rappings, for cold compresses, for sore 
throats, etc.), borax, a small flask of 
brandy, a Ane, soft sponge and a hot 
water bottle; also a bag of fine string 
and a spool of cotton. 
A bottle of this mixture might also 
with great advantage be kept in the lit­ 
tle cupboard: Equal quantities of lime­ 
water and sweet oil beaten up together. 
This is an excellent remedy for burn*. 
A slight burn can he treated at one# 
by rubbing in soft soap. after which it 
may be oiled and floured. 


Journey on to explore the ancient ruins 
of India, of Greece, of Assyria?

Spaniard, his religion and all his de­ 
scendants and hold to the cycle old doc­ 
trine of the reincarnation of souls In 
successive human bodies, like the Hin­ 
doo, ancient and modern. “There were 
giants in those days.” says the Bible. 
We are told these giants lived In At­ 
lantis. that sunken continent whose 
loftiest peaks appear as the Azores is­ 
lands, and that from it Yucatan wag 
peopled. 
Dr. and Mme. Le Plongeon 
learned the language of the gentle, re­ 
incarnationist Indians. It Is the Maya 
tongue, survival of the ancient speech 
of Mayax, which was prehistoric Yu­ 
catan. 
They learned, this devoted pair of ex­ 
plorers, to read the hieroglyphs on the 
prehistoric walls. 
It was a stunning 
moment when these hieroglyphs were 
deciphered and found to be practically 
the same as those of Egypt. So alike 
are they that an Egyptologist can read 
the Maya hieroglyphs of Yucatan with­ 
out difficulty. 
The cradle of the modern human race, 
there Is reason to believe, was Central 
America, and thence the race spreud to 
Asia and Egypt. Agassiz decided from 
his study of geology that America was 
the old world. The researches of the Le 
Plongeons among the mighty ruins of 
Yucatan confirm this judgment. 
I have spoken thus much of Mme. Le 
Plongeon’s work because her work is 
herself. I have mentioned Dr. Le Plon­ 
geon because their work is one and 


journey Mtne. Le Plongeon came to 
America to prepare for conducting ex­ 
plorations in Yucatan with her hus­ 
band. 
Of these explorations you can­ 
not say that he did this and she did 
that, for both did the work. 
They 
expected to remain in Yucatan for a 
few months. They stayed twelve years. 
They seem to bear a charmed life. 
Mme. Le Plongeon had yellow fever 
three times. The first time the natives 
said, “In six days we shall bury you.” 
But she recovered, and after the third 
attack she becsme immune. One would 
think she ought to be. 
Smallpox ap­ 
peared among the natives and threat-

ened to sweep them away. 
“I will 
make you safe,” said the dauntless lit­ 
tle woman, She and tile doctor vacci­ 
nated more than 6,000 of the gentle Yu- 
catancse. 
Sometimes when far inland 
they ran out of provisions and were 
threatened with starvation. Then more 
than once Mme. Le Plongeon made a 
rattlesnake stew. 
“It Is not at all bad,” she says. “A 
rattlesnake Is not nearly so unpleasant 
looking aa an eel.” 
The pair slept In hammocks so long 
that w'hen they returned to the homes 
of white men madam found difficulty 
In composing herself to slumber upon a 
mattress. The modern Yucatanese are 
a kindly, rather timid folk, but among 
the mural paintings unearthed by the 
las Plongeons are weird traceries of 
bloody human sacrificial rites. 
They 
found also undoubted emblems of free­ 
masonry. 
They ascertained, too, that 
the May pole dance originated in Yu­ 
catan—at least there are pictures of the 
Maya folk dancing it. How much older 
than the Maya folk it is there is up to 
date no means of ascertaining.
